Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see pages 11-13, filed 09/18/07, with respect to the 
rejection of claims 1-4, 6-13, 16, 19-26, and 28-34 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Goldman et al. in view of Tan et al. have been fully considered and 
are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-4, 6-13, 16, 19-26, and 28-34 under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Goldman et al. in view of Tan et al. has been 
withdrawn. 

Applicant's arguments, see pages 13-15, filed 09/18/07, with respect to the 
rejection of claims 5, 14, 15, 18, 27, and 35 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Goldman et al. in view of Tan et al. as applied to claims 1, 13, 16, 
and 25, and further in view of Daft et al., are considered moot in view of the allowability 
of the independent parent claims. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-16 and 18-35 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The application is allowed over the prior art of record in view of the claim 
amendments filed 09/18/07, and Applicant's corresponding persuasive arguments, see 
pages 11-13, filed 09/18/07. 

In particular, the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest allowing a user 
to specify that the recipe parameters are not a linear function of time; and time-scaling 
the collected data from running experiments based on recipe parameters specified as 
not a linear function of time to make the collected data appear as a linear function in a 
segment of time, as recited in independent claims 1, 12, 16. and 25, in combination with 
the remaining features and elements of the claimed invention. 

Similarly, the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest, where the recipe 
parameters are not a liner function of time, time-scaling the collected data to make the 
collected data appear as a linear function in a segment of time; and creating a model 
based on the time-scaled collected data and imported data, as recited in independent 
claim 13, in combination with the remaining features and elements of the claimed 
invention.
